Claims 1 and 7 relate to a system and a method for starting an automatic car in safety. 

D1-D5 disclose an abrupt start prevention system and a shift lock device for a vehicle. 
However, D1-D5 do not teach or fairly suggest the vehicle speed sensing unit operated 
in parallel with a brake input detecting unit and sensing the speed of a vehicle as 
described in claims 1 and 7. 

Accordingly, claims 1 and 7 comply with PCT Article 33(2)-(3). 

Claims 2-6 and 8-9 also comply with PCT Article 33(2)-(3) as they are dependent 
claims. 
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
